In Response to the AKT FACT '81 


As a responder to the '81 FACT Festival in Salina, Kansas, 

I find that I have carried away certain memories and impressions 
from each production. The weekend started with the haunting 
chill of Tre Unknown Soldier, and the strong acting performances 
by that company. One remembers the handsome sets, costumes, 

and cast members from Spoon River Anthology; end the ebulitent 
humor of the genuinely production of The ist. From 
The Dumb Weiter, one remembers the terror oP ee ‘forces 
that control our lives, and is reminded of how important the 
back stage crew is to the on stage performers - for, in this 
production, the acting done by a letter skillfully slipped under 
the door; and the waiter's elevator opening, closing, rising 
and falling on cue, was essential to the successful playing of 
the show, Story Theatre's youthful spunk and enchanting naivete 
remain a pleasant Memory, while the power and consistently high 
standard of acting in The Shadow Box leave one disturbed and 
questioning of those things In life that are really of value. 
The glorious music of Jacques Brel, and the extraordinary setting 
for this stylish and pold production, bave left me humming snatches 
of tunes so beautifully performed by the company. The pain and 
pleasure of Twenty-seven Wagons Full of Cotton remain tangibly 
present, even as memories, t+ Tun to have experienced the mad 
frivolity of Agnescodcally, and to have seen these farces so 
intelligently performed. @ production of How He Lied to Her 
Husband closed our Festival, and reminded us of George Bernard 
Shaw's timeless and elegant wit.

KANSAS WILL HOST REGION V FESTIVAL OF AMERICAN COMMUNITY THEATRE (FACT) z 


The Association of Kansas Theatre, in cooperation with Topeka Civic Theatre 
and Washburn University Theatre, will host the fifth biennial Region V FACT, 
May 8-10, 1981, at the Washburn University Theatre in Topeka 


Representatives from Minnesota, South Dakota, North Dakota, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Missouri, and Kansas will participate in the Regional FACT, Three judges will 
adjudicate each performance and will choose the Region V Representative to advance 
to the National FACT '81, to be held in Kalamazoo, Michigan, June 12-14, 1981. 


Winner of the National FACT will represent the United States at the World Amateur 
Theatre Testival to be held in Monaco in late August. 


Judges for the Festival will be: 1} Jim Cavanaugh, former director of the 
Rochester (MN) Civic Theatre and of the Omaha Community Playhouse, author of the 
Penn State/ACTA correspondence course, "Organization and Management for Theatre 
in the Community," and professor of theatre at Mt. Holyoke College in South 
Hadloy, MA; 2) Reuben Silver, former theatre director of Karamu House in Cleve-~ 
dand, Ohio, and now professor of theatre at Cleveland State University; and 3) 
Bob Telford, former ivanaging director of Theatre Tulsa, now a professional actor 


in Los Angeles. All three judges have had extensive experience in adjudicating 
play festivals. 


Along with three performance sessions (Friday evening, Saturday evening, and 
late Sunday morning), there will be eight workshops offered during the Festival. 
All eight workshops will be held on Saturday, May 9th, two at a time, so cach 
person attending the Festival may attend a maximum of four workshops. The work- 
shops that have been scheduled are: 
1) Improvisation as an Aid for the Director, to be led by Bob Telford; 
2) Production Management: How to Build an Effecitve Backstage Volunteer 
Organization, also to be led by Bob Telford, who is writing a book on this subject; 
3) Manage or Perish, ta be ied by Jim Cavanaugh, whose Penn State course deals 
with this subject; this workshop will be build around problems brought by participants; 
4) How to Read a Playscript for Maximum Understanding, a lecture-demonstration 
led by Reuben Silver, in which Dr. Silver will provide participants with a little- 
known playscript and "walk them through" a real experience in reading a new script; 
5) Coping with Stage Fright, led by Glen Gabbard, a psychiatrist at the 
Menninger Foundation who has had extensive experience in theatre as a director and 
actor; 
6) How to See and Be Able to Talk About a Play, led by Ronald Willis, director 
of theatre at Kansas University, and author of a book-in-progress about adjudication; 
7) Designing on_a Shoestring Budget, led by John Hunter, designer and technical 
director at Washburn University; 
8) Building an Effective Volunteer Network, led. by Anna Marie Thatcher, ACTA's 
Region V Representative, and the Region V FACT '79 Chairperson. 


At this writing, three state representatives are known: Minnetonka Community 
Theatre will represent Minnesota with a production of The Public Eye, and Act 2 
from Aberdeen, $.D., will represent South Dakota with a production of You Know I 
Can't Hear You When the Water’s Running. Since Missouri does not yct have a FACT 
Festival, Springfield Little Theatre has received permission from ACTA to represent 


Missouri with a production of The Diary of Adum and Eve from The Apple Tree.
